Presidential bee began buzzing to- 
day at a Hamilton Club luncheon. 

It sang dangerously near the ears 
of Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman, 
whose victory in the Illinois Senatorial 
fight has brought him into the nation’s 
eye as possible 1916 Presidential tim- 
ber. 

“Uncle Joe” Cannon was present, 
but if he heard the buzzing had noth- 
ing to say. Other prominent State 
and local leaders sat at the festal 
board and listened to ringing enuncia- 
tions of old-time Republican doctrine. 

One of the issues of 1916 was clearly 
defined by Senator Sherman. It was 
hinged on the Republican advocacy of 
a larger army and navy as opposed to 


the Democratic policy of retrench- 
ment. 
Sherman has been boomed 


by his friends as a strong Republican 
Presidential candidate for 1916, and, 
in the eyes of many of the wise ones, 


talk “peace, peace, pose“ 
popular favor by showing that the 
country’s defenses are weak and 
should be built up. 

His speech shows how carefully he 
has approached the subject. While 
“Uncle Joe“ Cannon and the other 
politicians present paid close attention 
to his remarks, Senator Sherman told 
how the country could save $70,000,- 
000 a year by putting an end to pork- 
barrel appropriations. This money, 
he added, could be spent on the army 
and navy. 


“NOT THE TIME,” 
SAYS WILSON. 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE. ] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30. — While 
President Wilson is not expected to 
seek to mold the position of Congress 
on the resolution of Representative 
Gardner for an investigation of the 


military strength of the United States, 
officials close to the White House said 
tonight he would oppose the investiga- 
tion if asked for an opinion. The 
President ig understood to think that 
such an inquiry is untimely and would 
not disclose any information not al- 
ready in hand. 

The President's position was made 
clear tonight by administration of- 
ficials after it became known that he 
had writter. Mr. Gardner a letter, say- 
ing he was ready to discuss the ques- 
tion with him at any time. Mr. Gard- 
ner will be at the White House to- 
morrow to make an engagement for 
an interview within the next few days. 

The position of the administration 
toward the Gardner resolution, as out- 
lined tonight, is that this is no time 
to agitate the question of the prepared- 
ness of the United States for war. The 
President is hopeful that the nation 
may play an important part in bring- 
ing the present European war to a 
close and his advisors believe sugges- 
tions for peace would come with bad 
grace from a country in the throes 
of a discussion of possible war. An- 
other reasen given by administration 
leaders, for opposing the Gardner res- 
olution, is that in his speech oppos- 
ing the movement, Mr. Gardner at- 
tacked Germany and they think the 
adoption of his resolution would make 
it appear that the action was directed 
princip:lly at that nation. 

When the resolution was first Intro- 
duced the President characterized the 
proposed investigation as “pleasant 
mental exercise,” and said the results 
achieved by such an investigation 
would depend entirely on the charac- 
ter of the commission making it. 

Administration leaders said tonight 
that the President realizes the impor- 
tance of the military lessons taught by 
the present war and takes the position 
that everything possible should be 
learned by the United states, though 
he does not regard the present as a 
proper time for military discussions in 
Congress.

GERMANS EXERT GREATEST 
EFFORT AGAINST RUSSIA. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 30.—The absence of 
important operations in France 
and Belgium is the best evidence of 
the great effort that Germany is mak- 
ing in Poland. In the first days of 
the war she launched practically all 
her military strength on the campaign 
against Paris. In the east she retained 
only three army corps of first-line 
troops, depending upon the slowness 
of the Russian mobilization to afford 
time for the mobilization of the Ger- 
man reserves. 
Germany seems now to be attempt- 


ing the opposite move. By placing 
her troops in the west on the defensive 
she is able to divert the rest of her 
military strength toward Russia. The 
exact German plan cannot yet be de- 
tected, but she seems now to be exert- 
ing against Russia the greatest effort 
of which she is capable. 

Along the battle line in France and 
Belgium there are more than 4,000,- 
000 men altogether in the contending 
armies. It is very unlikely that they 
will long be held without starting 
some large-Scale movement of troops. 
Heretofore the Germans have pinned 
their faith upon active operations in 
the west in order to break down the 
French and British resistance,. while 
their forces were not yet fully de- 
veloped, The costly repulses along the 
Yeer led them finally to give up this 
attempt and to turn eastward against 
the Russians. 

The plan of the allies in the west 
to co-operate with the Russians makes 
it now incumbent upon them to adopt 
an energetic campaign in order to pre- 
vent Germany from carrying out un- 
disturbed her strategic concentration 
of troops in Poland. This move will 
be very different from the isolated at- 
tecks that have been reported during 
the last three weeks. The campaign 
will start with heavy bombardment 
and local attacks all along the line.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—A sum- 
mary of ne work being done in the 
United States by the Central Com- 
mittee of the Belgian relief fund was 
issued tonight by. E. Havenith, the 
Belgian Minister. The statement 
said: 


“The Belgian Minister expressed 
the greatest satisfaction at tie results 
accomplished by the Centra! Commit- 
tee of the Beigian relief fund. This 
committee has succeeded in interest- 
ing the American people in this gen- 
erous work throughout the country. 
It has formed committees in thirty- 
three States; of these, twenty-two are 
State-wide co nmittees. Thirteen Gov- 
ernorg have been kind enough to work 
actively for the relief of the 
Beigians. 

“This is now an exclusively Ameri- 
can movement. Mr. Lindon W. Bates 
is the vice-chairman of the American 
branch of the relief committee estab- 
lished in London under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Herbert Hoover; Mr. Me- 
Carter is also a member of the com- 
mittee and is working with Mr. Lindon 
W. Bates, who has established offices 
in New York. 

“The plan originated by the Central 
Committee of the Belgian reli fund 
is that each State should buy us own 
foodstuffs with the contributions col- 
lected in the State, so that such pur- 
chases may increase the business 
activity of the community In case 
foodstuffs can not be bought in that 
State, contributions should be sent to 
the Central Committee in Washington, 
D. C., which employs these funds to 
buy foodstuffs for prompt shipment 
to Belgium. 

“Food bought by, or donated to the 
various committees in America 
should be sent to Mr. Lindon W. 
Rates, American Commission for Re- 
lief in Belgium, No. 71 Broadway, 
New York City.

“Will Canada help us? This is 
the pathetic cry which meets me ev- 
erywhere as I have gone up and down 
the lines of the starving and homeless 
Belgians. 

“The American commission have ex- 
hausted the immediate sources of 
food supplies. They can not obtain 
food in Holland or in England for 
immediate needs. Another flight of 
Belgians toward Holland has begun: 
‘the panic-stricken people are stream 
ing across the frontier into the border 
towns, which already were overrur 
with wandering refugees. The situa- 
tion has become so acute that the 
American commission has asked the 
British government to sell to it the 
Canadian gift of flour which is now 
in England and which is immediately 
available for distribution among the 
starving Belzians 

“The Belgian people, driven to des- 
peration, are arming themselves with 
any weapons on which they can lay 
hands.

New Tariffs of the Western 
Carriers Suspended. 


Loading of Cars in Transit 
One of the Issues. 


Passenger Fare Increases are 
_ Permitted to Stand.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Investi- 
gation of the railway freight rate sit- 
uation In western and middle western 
territory was ordered today, when the 
Interstate Commerce Commission sus- 
pended new tariffs filed by western 
carriers, to become effective tomor- 
row. Under the commission’s ruling 
the new schedules and the various 
regulations and charges for special 
services included in the tariffs cannot 
become effective before March 31. 
1915, having been proposed “pending 
hearing and decision thereon.” 

In a general way the western car- 
riers sought to advance rates in con- 
formity with advances recently applied 
for by eastern ca’riers in the so-called 
5 pex cent. freight advance rate case, 
now before the commission on rehear- 
ing because of emergencies said to 


Among the special service changes 
proposed in the suspended tariffs was 
the withdrawal of regulations permit- 
ting cars to be stopped in transit with- 
out charge for loading or partial un- 
loading. 

An additiona’ charge of $5 per car 
was fixed for this service. 

As to grain and grain products, the 
suspended tariff provided general in- 
creases of 1 cent per 100 pounds on 
carload shipments from St. Paul and 
other northwestern points, from Chi- 
cago and St. Louis to points on the 
Atlantic and gulf seaboard ard de- 
tween Chicago and central freight 
association territory points. 

Several tariffs filed by the carriers 
would not become effective until later 
in the month, and it is possible sus- 
pension orders will be issued against 
these also.

FINAL SESSION 
ONE WEEK AWAY 


|Washington Presents a Busy 


Scene Just Now. 


Senators and Representatives 
Flock to Capital. 


Committees Rushing Work on 
Big Supply Bills. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—With the 
opening of the final session of the 
Sixty-third Congress but a week away, 
members of both houses began flock- 
ing to Washington today from the 
campaign and holiday recess. 

On the House side the Committee 
on Appropriations and Naval Affairs 
Committee spent a busy day getting 
a flying start on the supply measures 
for the session. Evidences of activity 
were apparent everywhere throughout 
the capital and Democratic members 
generally sounded-as the keynote of 
the session the hope that all neces- 
sary business would be concluded by 
March 4, so that an extra session to 
usher in the newly-elected Sixty- 
fourth Congress before December 
would be unnecessary. 

Appropriations for the Bureau of 
Navigation were considered by the 
Naval Affaire Committee today, mem- 


bers of the committee expressing the 
opinion that it would be some time 
before the fight over increasing the 
naval programme would be reached. 


Estimates from the departments are 
eagerly awaited by other appropriat- 
ing committees, everyoody being anx- 
ious to get the supply bills before Con- 
gress as speedily as possible 

As to a definite legislative pro- 
gramme there has been no decision as 
yet, but it is certain that several con- 
servation measures, including the gen- 
eral water power and land leasing 
bills, are to be pressed. Hearings on 
these bills before the Senate Public 
Lands Committee already have been 
set for December 9 and 16, respec- 
tively. Senator Myers, chairman of 
the committee, said he expected the 
hearings would be concluded within 
two weeks and that the bills, with 
amendment, would be reported to the 
Senate early in January. 


Senator Kern, the majority leader, 
said he hoped to talk with President 
Wilson during the week concerning 
the legislative programme. He ex- 
pected considerable iight on the sub- 
ject would be gleaned from the i- 
dent’s annual message to be delivered 
in joint session next Tuesday. | 

A subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee concluded 
hearing on the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, the 
first of the big supply measures. Di- 
rector of the Census Harris, Postmas- 
ter-General Burleson and Secretary of. 
Labor Wilson discussed estimates for 
appropriations to be carried in the bill. 
The hearings on the measure have de- 
veloped a general policy among Cab- 
inet officers against asking for in- 
creased salaries to government em- 
ployees this year. 

It is our general understanding.“ 
said Secretary Wilson, as he left the 
committee, “that no increase in sal- 
aries are to be asked for in any branch 
of the government service under pres- 
ent conditions.” 

The legislative bill will be ready to 
£6 into the House from the commit- 
tee as soon as Congress meets. The 
District of Columbia bill, which has 


already been framed, will first be pre- 
sented.

MINE AFLOAT 


OFF NEW YORE: 


IS REPORTED DRIFTING DIRECT- 
LY IN PATH OF OCEAN 
STEAMERS,

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—A mine 
with five contact points extending 
from it is afloat six miles west of 
Fire Island light, according to Capt. 
Davies of the steamship Etonian, in 
today from London. Capt. Davies said 
he passed the mine this morning while 
his ship was bound in. 

The spot where the mine is said 
to be adrift lies in the pathway trav- 
eled by all trans-Atlantic vessels

The possibility that it had been set 
adrift in the belief that it might 
eventually find lodgment against the 
side of a» warship caused some specu- 
lation.

For some time Rrit- 
ish warships have patroled the door- 
way to the harbor. passing and re- 
Passing the spot where Capt. Davies 
said the mine was adrift. 

A recent report that a mine had 
been lost by or was missing from the 
Brooklyn navy yard was denied this 
afternoon at the commandant’s office 
there. 

The mine was of a different design 
than that adopted by the United States 
army, hence the theory that it might 
have escaped from Fort Hancock or 
that it might be a dummy which es- 
caped from there was discarded.

ONE VOLUME 
OF STATISTICS. 


Engineers’ Spokesman Pre- 
sents it to Arbitrators, 


Case of the Western Railway 
Men Before the Board. 


Hearing of Testimony may 
Last Three Months. 


‘(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—When the ar- 
bitration of questions at issue between 
ninety-eight western railroads and 
55,000 of their enginemen began here 
today before a board appointed under 
the Newlands Act, the representatives 
of the men set out to prove that every 
one of their sixteen demands, with two 
exceptions of a comparatively minor 
nature, are in actual existence on 
some roads, although no one road has 
granted all of them. 

Of the six arbitrators, two were ap- 
pointed by the roads, two by the men, 


and two—Judge Peter C. Pritchard 
and Charles Nagel—by the govern- 
ment. Judge Pritchard was chosen 
chairman. Then he and his fellow 
members settled into their chairs and 
for five hours listened to a solid vol- 
ume of statistics elicited by Warren 
S. Stone, grand chief engineer of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
acting ag counsel for the men, from 
his first witness, M. W. Cadie. an ax 
sistant grand chief engineer of the or- 
ganization. The roads were repre- 
sented by A. W. Trenholm, chairman 
of the Conference Committee oi Mana- 
gers appointed by the Western Asso- 
ciation of General Managers, several 
of his colleagues on the committee, 
and as attorney by James M. Sheean. 

Stone outlined his case briefly and 
then introduced “Exhibit 1.“ which 
proved to be a paper-bound volume of 
$35 pages containing upwards of half 
a million words. 

This exhibit.” he explained, con- 
tains all the records of agreements 
between the enginemen and the rail- 
roads in this hearing.” By its bulk it 
was regarded also as ample explana- 
tion of the expectation that the hear- 
ing will last three months. 

Attorney James L. Sheean, retained 
by the railroads, said that he would 
reserve his opening statement until 
the presentation of evidence for the 
employees informed him what line of 
defense would be required. 

“We will contend, of course, that 
the present rate of pay is full, fair 
and adequate. We have no quarrel 
with Mr. Stone as to the high class 
of men required to run locemotives, 


nor do we question their responsibili- 


ties and the arduous nature of their 
duties.“ 

He said wages were adjusted in 1910 
by mediation and arbitration and that 
while in his view the present arbitra- 
tion should have .to do only with 
changes in the last four years, Mr. 
Stone’s opening remarks concluded the 
increased responsibilities which have 
developed in the last twenty-five years 
and most of which the railroads con- 
sidered in 1910. 

SUMMARY OF DEMANDS. 

A summary of the demands read 
and witnesses’ replies follows: 

(1.) One hundred miles or less, five 
hours or less, will constitute a day's 
work in all classes of passenger serv- 
ice. All mileage in excess of 100 
miles shall be paid for pro rata. To 
indicate the justice of this demand, 
Cadle said that this agreement was 
already in effect on forty-eight rall- 
ways in the eastern territory, as di- 
vided by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, fourteen in the western 
territory and twenty-four in the 
southeastern territory. Two railroads 
in southeastern territory, he | 
make four hours a working day for 
enginemen. 

(2.) One hundred miles or less, ten 
hours or less, will constitute a day’s 
work in all classes of service except 
passenger and switching. All mile- 
age in excess of 100 miles shall be 
paid for pro rata. Ten miles’ run will 
be the equivalent of one hour’s serv- 
ice per ormed, or vice versa. Wit- 
ness said that this rule fs quite gen- 
eral throuchout the country and that 
a few railroads even had nine and 
eight-hour work days. 

(3.) Overtime in

(4.) Overtime in ail other service 
except passenger and switching. will 
be computed on a basis of ten miles 
per hour and paid for at the rate of 
fifteen miles per hour, at rate for 
each class of engine used. All over- 
time will be computed on the minute 
basis. Cadle testified that this ar- 
rangement has the sanction of many 
roads. Its real purpose, he said, is to 
eliminate overtime, which enginemen 
resent. 
(5.) Pushers, helpers, mine runs, 
work trains, wreck trains, belt line, 
transfer and other unclassified serv- 
ice will be paid through freight rate, 
according to the class of engine. The 
pushers and helpers referred to are 
engines which assist In the hauling of 
a heavy train and as the crews do the 
same work as the regular enginemen, 
many railroads, the witness said, pay 
the rate demanded. This answer ap- 
plied also to other details of the de- 
mand. He testified further that the 
demand for an increase of 10 per cent. 
paid to crews driving locomotives up 
a grade of 8.1 per cent. or over, finds 
precedent on certain western roads. 

(6.) This demand concerns the re- 
tention of concessions granted to en- 
ginemen when they are transferred to 
electric or gasoline engines. Cadle 
stated that in the few instances where 
electricity or gasoline is used, the 
rights of seniority, hours, and other 
regulations applying to the steam lo- 
comotive service were preserved, and 
wages graded proportionately. 

(7.) Crews on local freight or 
mixed trains shall be paid 10 per 
cent. more than those on through 
freight trains. with proportionate 
overtime. With regard to this, wit- 
ness said that some roads paid the 10 
per cent. excess, while others give the 
local enginemen 25 cents extra per 
100 miles. 

(8.) This demand quotes desired 
salaries for the crews of switch en- 
gines, asks 2 cents per hour bonus for 
night work and a ten-hour work day 
with time and a half for overtime. 
Cadle said that the roads had been 
very liberal in this regard and that 
the main y whence in the demand for 
extra pay for overtime was to elim- 
inate extra hours so far as possible. 

(9.) Thirty minutes’ preparatory 
time in addition to all other time shall 
be allowed. This demand is designed 
to correct an alleged abuse where en- 
gine crews having brought their loco- 
motives from the roundhouse, are de- 
layed hours in some cases, without 
pay before starting on the run as- 
signed them. Correction of similar 
delay at terminals by paying a bonus 
for the time the crew is delayed in 
getting to the roundhouse from the 
terminal station is also asked. The 
men want running time pay while thus 
delayed. Some rallroads, witness said, 
have such agreements with the men. 

(10.) Pay for continuous time when 
tied up between terminals or when 
held up at other than home terminal. 
Witness said many railroads make 
adequate provision of pay for stch 
instances. 

(11.) When an engine with its 
crew is being deadheaded (being 
hauled by another engine,) the dead- 
head crew shall be paid the same as 
if they were hauling the train. This 
exists with twenty-one 
western roads at present, Cadle tes- 
tified, and twenty-two others pay half 
the full rate.

Force Landed from Ship 
Trailed by Cruiser. 


Threat to Fire on American 
Launch is Reported, 


Various Generals in Mezico 
Changing Allegiances. 


[BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 30.—That 280 
Villa soldiers were landed at Ensenada 
this morning from the Mexican troop- 
ship Manuel Herrerias was the word 
brought to San Diego this afternoon 
by the United States cruiser Chatta- 
nooga, which followed the steamer 
into the Lower California port to in- 
vestigate the threats made against the 
commander of an American excursion 
vessel off the Coronado Islands yes- 
terday. 

According to the story told by offi- 
cers on the Chattanooga, the cruiser’s 
wireless operator intercepted a radio 
message last night from the Point 
Loma station here to Admiral Howara 
on the U.S. S. San Diego. This mes- 
sage told of the peculiar behavior of 
the Mexican troopship Manuel Her- 
rerias, which had threatened to fire 
on the ocean-going launch Golden 
West off the Coronado Islands, Sun- 
day. 


At the time this message was picked 
up, the Chattanooga was only a few 
miles south of Ensenada, and Com- 
mander Thomas J. Senn decided to 
visit the Lower California capital to 
investigate the affair. On arfiving at 
Ensenada, Commander Senn found 
the Manuel Herrerias already in port 
and discharging troops. The steamer 
had on board two small excursion 
launches which had been kept at the 
Coronado Islands by American firms. 

On inquiry, the American com- 
mander was told that the Manuel Her- 
rerias had gone north for the pur- 
pose of landing troops on the shores 
of Lower California, between En- 
senada and Tia Juana, and that the 
small excursion launches had been 
confiscated in order to facilitate the 
landing of the soldiers. The plan was 
given up, said the Mexican author- 
ities, on account of the high sea 
that was running at the time. 

Short of coal and provisions, the 
Mexicans told Commander Senn, they 
were compelled to put into Ensenada. 
The Mexicans did not offer to explain 
why one of the troopers on board 
the Manuel Herrerias h aimed a 
rifle at the commander 0° e Golden 
West and ordered him take the 
ship from Mexican territorial waters, 
nor was it learned why the troops 
planned to land at a d erted point 
along the coast rather than at En- 
senada. 

Commander Senn turn d the Chat- 
ta nooga's prow northward again, and 
this afternoon at 5 o’clock the cruiser 
arrived here. Tomorrow morning the 
warship will leave for San Francisco. 
According to Commander Senn, the 
Manuel Herrerias will return to San 
Diego tomorrow morning. 

The Manuel Herrertas first came to 
the attention of American steamship 
men when she stopped the steamer 
Carolyn off the Lower California 
coast Friday morning and asked if an 
American warship was in the vicinity. 
Alarmed at the attitude of the Mext- 
can commander, the captain of the 
Carolyn, fearing that the Mexicans 
planned to seize his ship, replied that 
he had just received word by wire- 
less that an American cruiser was only 
a few miles away and would pass him 
in a short time. Immediately. accord- 
ing to the Carolyn’s captain, the Mex- 
ican steamer swung about and headed 
out to sea, running at full speed. 

Off the Coronado Islands yesterday 
morning the Manuel Herrerias again 
appeared. Carrying a number of Sun- 
day excursionists, the ocean-going 
launch Golden West entered one of 
the coves off the islands and came 
upon the Manuel Herrertas living at 
anchor, with two small excursion 
launches, one of yhich belonged to 
the owner of t Golden West, 
moored alongside. 

CROSKEY'S STATEMENT. 

Capt. R. K. Croskey of the Golden 
West tells the following story of the 
incident: 

“When the Golden West was round- 
ing the western end of the South 
Coronado Islands we saw the Manuel 
Herrerias loaded with troops lying 
at anchor in a cove. 

“As we approached within hailing 
distance, some one on the bridge of 
the Herrerias motioned to me to bring 
the Golden West around to the star- 
board side. As we passed the stern

RENCH DRIVE 
GERMANS BACK. 


SLIGHT APVANTAGE CDAIMED IN 


— 


City of Ypres Destroyed by Kalser’s 
Troops in Armored Train—Whole 
Tine of Enemy's Trenches Cap- 
tured in Daring Dash by the 
Infantrymen, 


[BY ATLANTIC CARLE AND A. PL.) 
PARIS, Nov. 380.—The following 


official statement was issued here to- 
night: 


“A few details about what has oc- 
curred on the front from November 
21 to November 27, inclusive: The 
general situation has not materially 
changed tn that period. The enemy 


tacks, without result. Our counter 
attacks have inflicted on him heavy 


losses and have brought some gain to 
ourselves. 


“From the sea to the Lys the at- 
tacks of the enemy have been tnter- 
mittent. On the 28rd and 24th and 
the 25th the German artillery in gen- 
eral remained Silent. 


“The old and magnificent city of 
Ypres was condemned to death on the 
day when the German Emperor was 
obliged to give up all hope of enter- 
ing it. ‘The batteries not being suffi- 
cient for that work of destruction. the 
enemy took to Houthem an armored 
train on the 22nd and 23rd under the 
guidance of a captive balloon. 

“This train kept up an incessant 
fire of explosive and incendiary shells. 
The cathedral belfry and the market 
buildings successively collapsed. On 
the evening of the rd the matin 
square of the city was nothing more 
than a heap of ruins. , 

“The firing was kept up continually 
in order to prevent the city from being 
succored, but our sappers worked un- 
der the shelle and succeeded in res- 
culng many of the inhabitants, the city 
records and a few pictures in the mu- 
seum. 

“On the 24th and 25th we suc- 
ceeded, to the south of Dixmude., in 
gaining a foothold on the left bank 
of the Yeer. In spite of the enemy's 
fire our troops held the ground with- 
out difficulty. 

“Farther to the south a French 
army corps advanced 200 meters all 
„long its front and has held its ground. 
The shells of the German artillery 
sometimes do not burst properly. Our 
infantry, in comparison with the in- 
fantry of the enemy, are very spirited. 
They captured on the 25th, before 
Festobert, three machine guns, a light 
howitzer, 160 men and three officers. 

“To sum up, our material and moral 
situation from the sea to the Lys is 
very good. From the Lys to the Obe 
the enemy has not shown greater ac- 
tivity than on the northern section. 
There was no attack by the infantry. 
The attacks by the artillery were very 
intermittent and were lacking in spirit. 
Our artillery during that week main- 
tained its advantage. 

“On the 22nd our heavy guns near 
La Bassee silenced completely the fire 
of the German batteries. On the 24th 
in the same region the result was the 
same. On the 25th we destroyed, 
after our aeroplanes had given us the 
range, two machine guns. 

“Our infantry has gained brilliant 
results. It is to be noted that every 
advance it makes is at once definitely 
established by intrenchments. At

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—The first 
full session of dealings in bonds on 
the Stock Exchange under the limi- 
tations fixed by the authorities of that 
institution passed off today without 
untoward incidents. Trading suz- 
gested extreme caution at all times, 
but the movement was broader than 
on Saturday. 

Altogether, about eighty issues 
changed hands, with a marked pre- 
ponderance of substantial declines, 
the losses in some instances extending 
to as much as seven points in inactive 
bonds. On the other hand, a few 
gains of nominal propomions were 
registered, mainly in local: tractions 
and some industrials and specialties 
whose business had derived some 
benefit from the foreign war. 

In its chief essentials, the trend of 
the market was accepted as a natural 
one under existing circumstances. 
There was no concerted movement to 
sell and in the early dealings some is- 
sues were not obtainable at minimum 
prices. This resulted in higher bids. 

Regular quotations for call and 
time loans were resumed on the ex- 
change. The opening rate for call 
money was 5 per cent., but the abun- 
dant supply soon caused a fall to 4%, 
closing at 4%. ‘Time loans up to six 
months were negotiated at 4% per 
cent. and a number of 5 per cent. 
contracts expiring tomorrow were re- 
newed on the first named basis. 

Some foreign sales were submitted 
to the committee in charge of all of- 
ferings and it was understood that 
they were approved.

Strong is convinced, 
and the annual trade and commerce 
of the Territory, which the last year 
totaled $61,000,000, will be five times 
that much.

miner there, and who were familiar

NEW TROUBLE. 
On August 12, the trouble that de- 


veloped into the suit filed yester- 
day, occurred. According to Dr. 
Coates, he was at home about 8 o'clock 
that evening when Mrs. Cudahy tele- 
phoned to him and asked him to ac- 
company her to the Athletic Club in 
Pasadena to get her husband. He was 
quite unable to come home alone, she 
said. Dr. Coates was the regular doc- 
tor for the family for several years, 
and the appeal was entirely profes- 
sional 

He suggested to Mrs. Cudahy, very 
quietly to be sure, that a third person 
should accompany them. The pro- 
prieties demand some observance, and 
it is always well to be safe. 

Mrs. Cudahy recognized the po- 
tency of the suggestion and asked who 
might accompany them. Dr. Coates 
said that perhaps his wife would go. 
So Mrs. Coates was prevailed upon to 
accompany her husband when he was 
forced to go upon the professional 
call in the company of Mrs. Cudahy. 
The Cudahy limousine was sent to 
the Coates home, No. 221 North Eu- 
clid avenue, and the doctor and Mrs. 
Coates were driven to the Cudahy 
bungalow to pick up Mrs. Cudahy 
there and continue to the Athletic 
Club and bring the husband home. 

Dr. Coates said that he was pre- 
pared for some difficulties. He was 
thoroughly familiar, he said, with the 
Cudahy temperament. In fact it was 
Dr. Coates who took an X-ray of the 
head of Mr. Cudahy and found there 
a most startling condition. He found 
that 41 wide area of Mr. Cudahy’s 
skull wags depressed, that perhaps it 
might be pressing upon the brain, but 
no further surgical attention was giv- 
en to the injured skull.

EACHER WINS 
BY LOSING. 


Judge Hewitt Rules for Primary 
Instructors in Salary 
Fight, | 

The Board of Education must 
either approve a warrant for 
$144, which Judge Hewitt yes- 
terday decided is the salary due 
Miss Everon Mayne, a city 
school teacher, or appeal from 
his judgment. Miss Mayne is a 
BI teacher, and the Board of 
Education drew her warrant for 
one month for $120. 

County Superintendent Kep- 
pel refused to approve the war- 
rant on the ground that Miss 
Mayne is entitled to receive 
$144, which is the salary paid 
teachers in the eighth grade. 
The court took his view of the 
matter, holding that a teacher 
in the primary school is en- 
titled to receive as much money 
as the teachers in the grammar 
grades. 

The suit came before the 
the court as a test case, Miss 
Mayne applying for technical 
reasons, for a writ of mandate 
to compel Mr. Keppel to ap- 
prove her warrant for $120. The 
writ was denied, Miss Mayne 
winning, although losing her 
suit, and Mr. Keppel’s stand in 
the matter vindicated. Several 
hundred teachers in the city are 
interested in the outcome. 

The Board of Education will 
probably decide today what to 
do about it.

That gold coin will lose its u- 
larity as a medium of pent. 9 
pecially where large amounts are or- 
dinarily used, is one of the develop- 
ments predicted on the inauguration 
of the new Federal reserve banking 
system. Payments for capital stock or 
on reserve funds in the regional inst! 
tutions, if made in gold, are required 
to be made by weight. 

One local bank had to pay $56 ex- 
tra on a shipment of $8000 gold to 
the Federal reserve bank on account 
of deficiency in the weight of the gold 
coins, and other institutions on the 
Coast have had similar experiences. 
Needless to say, when these banks 
made further shipments, which in 
some Cases amounted to several times 
the original one, gold certificates 
were substituted, they being equally 
acceptable for payments of capital or 
reserve funds to the regional insti-

ITH all the columns of matter 

which have been written con- 

cerning the bloody warfare 
waged in Europe, nothing will so im- 
press it on the minds of the people 
as the actual photographic scenes. 
The first authoritative views, taken 
under the auspices of that royal- 
hearted, kingly personage, King Al- 
bert of Belgium, will be presented for 
the first time on the Pacific Coast and 
the second run in America at Trinity 
Auditorium, opening Thursday. 

On the battle-wrenched fields of 
Belgium, the camera has caught and 
ground the woes of war waste into 
lasting record.

The best attorney in the city was 
chosen as the city’s legal advisor: the 
service director was a man of large 
experience in waterworks construc- 
tion in eastern cities. The welfare 
director was a Lutheran minister, pas- 
tor of a large denominational church 
in the city of Dayton. All appointees 
have been named with epecial care as 
to their fitness for office. Cabinet 
meetings are held three es a week 
with the city manager and heads of 
departments and a report of the city’s 
affairs is received each week. Since 
the new government went into effect 
surveys have been made of the police 
and fire methods, sewage, water- 
works, garbage reduction, playgrounds 
and garden development. The city has 
added a free legal ald department, 
through which the city’s poor may get 
legal advice for 1 cent. Hundreds of 
people have taken advantage of this 
department.

GARBAGE DEAL 
AND SCANDAL. 


Pacific Reduction Affairs in a 
Sorry Plight. 


Real Investors Find Diversion 
of Funds. 3 


Crouch Forced Out Following 
8 tock Surrender. 


C. D. Crouch, the “garbage king,” 
and inspiring genius of the Pacific 
Reduction Company, which was to 
have built and operated a garbage 
Plant to handle all the Los Angeles 
garbage, has been relieved of his 
duties with the company, and his ac- 
counts are being investigated by pub- 
lic experts, according to statements 
made yesterday to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

The board is about to sign an or- 
der transferring the Crouch contract 
to Bartlett & Snow, engineering con- 
tractors of Cleveland, and officers of 
the latter concern, have taken over the 
business of the Pacific Reduction Com- 
pany. The supplemental contract be- 
tween Bartlett & Snow and the city 
will provide that the garbage plant 
at Lenard street and the river must be 
in operation by April 1, when one- 
sixth of the city’s garbage will be 
taken over. One-sixth will be added 
each month until the entire traffic is 
handled in that manner. 

The Crouch contract called for 
operation of the plant beginning to- 
day. This contract was signed a year 
ago and the city has had a great deal 
of trouble in enforcing its provisions. 
President Handley of the Board of 
Public Works, said last night that no 
matter what scandal develops in the 
Pacific Reduction Company under the 
so-called Crouch contract, the city’s 
interests are protected, and will be 
further protected by the supplemental 
contract to be entered into today. 


DAY FOR MEETING. 


Today also has been set for the an- 
nual meeting of stockholders ot the 
Pacific company, to be held at the 
plant. It is not likely, however, that 
the meeting will be held owing to the 
fact that the Bartlett & Snow Com- 
pany and other stockholders in the 
concern now having a control of the 
stock, are not ready. 

When the affairs of the company 
were brought to the attention of the 
eastern stockholders, a meeting was 
held in Chicago and a certified ac- 
countant engaged to go over the 
books. It was discovered that Mr. 
Crouch, as president of the concern,

WHAT HAPPENED TO OTT? N 


Reported He's Beaten Up and 
Robbed by Driver of Jitney Bus, but 
Police Have no Record of It. 

The police were somewhat puzzled 
yesterday by a succession of inquiries 
concerning the supposed assault and 
robbery of Walter Ott, said to be an 
employee of the Simons Brick Come 
pany, residing at Vermont and Slau- 
son avenues, by the driver of a jitney 
bus last Saturday night. A young 
woman who said she is Mr. Ott's sia- 
ter-in-law reported by telephone that 
the authorities were notified immedi- 
ately and that they promised to send 
an officer, but failed to do it.

Loud Protest will be Sent to 
Washington. 


Police Commission to Act 
Upon Street Rumors. 


‘The Democratic County Committee 
Will have to battle over a new reso- 
lution at its next meeting. One of 
ite members is framing a resolution 
of apology to Tim Spellacy. Tom Gib- 
bon, Dave Evans, J. A. Anderson and 
Irving Muma, who were hurled in- 
continently from the Democratic 
party because they forsook the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Governor in the 
recent campaign. 


This bit of sophistry developed 
when the committee found that it nad 
indorsed a Republican postmaster at 
Venice! 

The “pie”. committee of forty-eight 
Was reduced to the old size of the 
historic “Pie Committee of Thirty- 
three, when Julius P. Barthel was 
indorsed. There will be a vacancy in 
the Venice portofiice in January, when 
the term of Mrs. Charles Lukens ex- 
Pires. Barthel was until January 10, 
1914, a Republican. 

Notwithstanding this, he was in- 
Gorsed by a vote of 18 to 15, defeat- 
ing Dr. J. M. White, a veteran Demo- 
crat of Venice, who seemed to have 
a cinch on the office. The new pie“ 
committee has am idea that its in- 
dorsement ordinarily would decide 
such a trivial political appointment 
as that about to be open down by the 
Seashore, but this time most of the 
members are agreed that they will 
have some considerable time inducing 
the Postmaster-General! to recommend 
to President Wiison the appointment 
of a Republican. 

B. M. Lee, proprietor of the Hotel 
St. Mark, was a third aspirant for 
the indorsement, but he received only 
a few votes. 

Barthel appeared before the com- 
militee and admitted that he was a 
Republican until last January. In 
1910 he registered and voted as a Re- 
publican; in 1912 he was a Repub- 
lican candidate for the Assembly un- 
til he was eliminated at the primaries. 
In 14913 he remained a Republican and 
in January of the following year he 
reregistered as a Democrat. At that 
time there was talk of a vacancy in 
the Venice postoftice. 

Barthel told the committee that he 
had worked as a deputy county sur- 
veyor and had toeregister as a Re- 
publican to hold the job. 

“I was in debt,” he said. “My wife 
was in a hospital. and I owed about 
$1500. I needed the joh, otherwise 
I never would have registered as a 
Republican.” 

There were four women members 
of the committee present. and this 
plea Swung their votes to him. On 
the sixth ballot he was declared re- 
cipiént of the high honor. 

Barthel until recently was city 
purchasing agent at Venice, but the 
Trustees pulled the job from under 
him and since that time he has di- 
vided his attention between campaign- 
ing for Senator-elect Phelan and at- 
tending meetings of the Democratic 
County Committee. 

Henry Wolfe of Venice. who is a 
member of the county committee, led 
the fight for Barthet. 

Dr. White had the backing of near- 
ly every committeeman from the city 
and Edgar Davis of Long Beach 
headed the delegation from that city 
for Dr. White. Mr. Davis is now pre- 
paring a painstaking resolution to 
present at the meeting when Chair- 
man Joyce feels dispobed to call a 
gathering of the Democratic clan. 

If the committee's position in in- 
dorsing a Republican is tenable, he 
suggests, it is only right that the com- 
mittee should reconsider its harsh re- 
buke Of expatriates like Spellacy, 
Evans, Muma, Anderson and Gibbon 
end declare it to be first order of busi- 
ness to be non-partisan.

Attorney Horton Not in Contempt 
for Alleged Intimidation but He is 
Blamed for It. 


In his presecution for contempt of 
court, in that it is alleged he sought to 
intimidate a witness for the govern- 
ment, in the Clinton Culver smuggling 
Case, Attorney G. Kay Horton was 
exonerated yesterday by Judge Well- 
born, in the United States District 
Court. 

The court found that the language 
imputed to Horton in his conversa- 
tion with Basile, under all the circum- 
stances, was not founded on a corrupt 
purpose to intimidate the witness; also 
that a quarrel outside the courtroom 
is not contempt in that it does not 
interfere with the orderly administra- 
tion of justice. 

But Judge Wellborn did find that 
Mr. Horton had been indiscreet in 
approaching the witness, Basile, after 
he had comp'eted his testimony, even 
if he did think that the boy had sworn 
falsely on the stand. Judge Wellborn 
deciared that it was very reprehensible 
for an attorney to discuss testimony 
already given by an adverse witness 
with that witness, and that it should 
not be done under any circumstances. 

After a long review of the testi- 
mony furnished in the affidavits, both 
on the part of the government and 
the respondent, the court ordered that 
the charge against Horton be dis- 
missed.

SOME OF FEET. 


eral Building in Quest of Stickers, 
Santa Fe Railway Gets Two Thou- 
sand Dollars Worth. 


The crowd in evidence on the third 
floor of the Federal Building yester- 
Gay looked as if somebody was dis- 
tributing free tickets to a lecture for 
men only. 

The line began at the office of Col- 
lector Carter and wound around in 
the shape of an interrogation mark, 
running to the elevator; the would- 
be payers were packed into an extra 
room furnished by the Collector of 
Customs; they filled a third room in 
the rear of the office of Mr. Carter. 
They began to assemble early and it 
required all day to wipe out the over- 
flow meeting. It is no secret that on 
account of the exigencies of the at- 
vation the government will allow a 
little leeway for those who simply 
could not be waited on. 

They were paying their dues to 
Uncle Sam for the privilege of doing 
business during the current year and 
laying in a supply of stamps called 
for by the near-war tax law recently 
passed by Congress. Hundreds of 
thousands of stamps were disposed of 
-——not counting the stamps of the feet 
of the dealers who are not obsessed. 
with undying love for the “New 
Freedom.“ And the payments ranged 
all the way from 80 cents to $2000 
paid by the Santa Fe Railway for 
200,000 stamps. The section of the 
law requiring stamps goes into effect 
today. 

The volume of business transacted 
by the Collector of Internal Revenue 
during the past few days has been 
enormous, but the actual receipts will 
not be so heavy as might be expected 
from the fact that large crowds have 
been in constant attendance. Hun- 
dreds of applicants spent but a few 
cents for stamps. 

The office of the collector was 
closed last evening at the usual hour, 
in order to allow the clerks an oppor- 
tunity to close up the books, and the 
First National Bank, the designated 
depository of the funds, remained 
open until midnight to give the 
cashier of the office an opportunity to 
bank his cash and checks. 

The monthly statement of the re- 
ceipts of the office for November will 
not be available until today, but at 
the close of business last night, Col- 
lector Carter estimated the receipts of 
the day at $356,000, which, added to 
the receipts of the balance of the 
month, amounting to $139,992.23, 4 
make the total figures for the month 
of November $174,992.23. The re- 
ceipts for the preceding month were 
but $84,537.56. Ten extra men were 
engaged at the counter, and five ex- 
tras acted as cashiers during the day. 
In hundreds of instances a half dozen 
different kinds of stamps were de- 
sired, and it became necessary to 
figure fractional parts of stocks, with 
the result that some times a man 
would be a quarter of an hour at the 
counter and his purchases would not 
amount to more than four-bits.

after the new system of government 
was adopted here was the financial 
status of the city. It was found that 
improvement could be made and s0 
the commissioners, at tue suggestion 
of the city manager, decided to sup- 
ply the head of each department with 
a complete financial statement which 
shows the original allowance, expen- 
ditures and balance in each account. 
The expenditures were kept within 
the allowance, thus providing against 
municipal bankruptcy. 


Cut Expenses. 

In August of this year it was found 
the estimated revenues were too high. 
With the system of accounting and 
budget the Commissioners were en- 
abled in two days to reduce expendi- 
tures $45,000 and reorganize all work 
accordingly. It had been customary 
to issue bonds for current expenses, 
This practice has been stopped. The 
new government inherited a promis- 
sory note January 1, 1914, for $125,- 
000 In the safety department. During 
the year this note was reduced $25,- 
000. All current funds in the treas- 
ury have been put into one. It has 
not been necessary to borrow any ad- 
ditional money on this note and $5000 
interest will be saved. 


Every department has a cost unit 
stem. Efficiency is maintained by 
the deadly parallel. Police and fire 
Grills have been enforced. Police- 
women are aiding in the handling of 
women derelicts and domestic trou- 
bles which formerly burdened the 
Municipal Police Court. The fire d 
partment is continually making 
house-to-house inspections, reduving 
fire hazards. During the present year 
City Manager Waite has acted as 
safety director, but a new director 
will be named in December. On De- 
cember 1 every house in Dayton’s 
“red light“ district will be closed upon 
order of the City Manager. Here are 
some of the things accomplished dur- 
ing the first year: 

A civic music league has been 
formed and celebrated artists brought 
here and the citizens are given the 
best of music for a small price of ad- 
mission. A free municipal bathing 
beach with a trained swimming in- 
structor has been another feature, and 
more than 200,000 last year at one 
time or another took advantage of 
this. 

All city employees, including office 
help, have been put upon an eight- 
hour working basis. Grade crossing 
elimination has been taken up and 
Plans are being developed for spend- 
ing over 32.000,00 to conserve human 
life. Switchmen were secured for 
downtown districts and a better street 
car system secured for the city. 
new building code has been drawn 
up and will be put into effect next 
January. 

Campaign against loan sharks’! 
started and effectively put into opera- 
tion. Life-saving service provided for 
the municipal park and a municipal 
dancing hall started. Modern new 
garbage reduction plant authorized by 
the City Commissioners: workhouse 
prisoners used upon public work and 
a municipal lodging-house with 
shower baths and library established. 
Waterworks system enlarged to pro- 
vide for a population of 200,000. 
Public parks and playgrounds en- 
larged and extended and twenty new 
grounds opened for children of city 
with expert in charge of each during 
the summer months. 

The City Manager is head of the 
new government. He is held respon- 
sible by the City Commissioners for 
what his subordinates do or do not 
do. In a general way he is supreme 
in his work and is selected for no spe- 
cial length of time. He is subject to 
dismiseal whenever the Commission- 


ers find his of no further 
use to the city. 
PAY ROLL BIGGER. 


Under the new form of government 
the actual expenses for salaries have 
probably increased considerably, but 
with the operation of the City Pur- 
chasing Agent's office and the general 
saving in contract work and the elim- 
ination of some offices which were 
found useless, the balance, it is de- 
clared by the finance department, will 
show a saving when the vear ends, 
December 31, 1914. In the service 
department, by a reduction in the 
number of omce positions, a possible 
saving of $2700 for the year was pos- 
sible. 

Special attention during the year 
was paid to the saving of the lives of 
babies, and during June, July and 
August, through the operation of the 
health office, the death rate of babies 
under 1 year of age was reduced 40 
per cent. One general and two tu- 
berculosise clinics have been estab- 
lished. Prizes are given children for 
garden work during the summer on 
lots furnished by the city. All phil- 
anthropic and city nursing has been 
combined into the welfare depart- 
ment. District surgeons have been 
appointed, three baby clinics and milk 
stations have been established. These 


are some of the things that have en- 
tered into Dayton’s new form of gov- 
ernment, 


TRYING IT 
AT PHOENIX. 

The following brief analysis of the 
work at Phoenix is given by The 
Times correspondent there: 

Phoenix has had the Commission- 
Manager government since last spring. 
Its installation has resulted in end- 
less complaint, but none directly 
traceable to the plan itself. There 
is much criticism of the way the plan 
is being carried out, but citizens 
would be unwilling to return to the 
old system without giving the new a 
thorough trial. No dftadvantages are 
apparent, but it Is too early to say 
whether there are any real benefits. 
There is no question that much waste 
has been eliminated. Closer check 
has been kept on expenditures. The 
expenses of government are much 
higher than before, but the general 
expansion in various lines accounts for 
the increase. | 

The city and four Commissioners 
and a Mayor, who appoint the Mana- 
ger, Auditor, Tax Collector and*Macis- 
trate. The Manager's salary is $5000 
a year. He employs all officials and 
employees not mentiened in the prea- 
ent charter. He exercises a general 
supervision over all departments. His 
authority is absolute. If the Com- 
missioners made any attempt to in- 
terfere with the Manager they were 
not successful. W. A. Farish, the man 
chosen for the position, is a very posi- 
tive character. So far he has selected 
employees regardless of politics. His 
selections and methods have been 
criticised, but much of eriticism can 
be traced to politics. The Commis- 
sioners made themselves unpopular 
with two license ordinances, against 
which referendums were invoked. 


EXPORTS HOLDING 
AT NORMAL MARK. 


The November statement of busi- 
ness transacted at the office of the 
collector of e noms shows that, while 
exports are at a normal figure, they 
are confined practically to two coun- 
tries, Mexico and Canada. The total 
for the month amounts to $95,000, 
and of this Mexico takes $77,167 and 
Canada $13,182. The total amount of 
exports for the corresponding month 
of last year was $107,000. 

The receipts for November, 1914, 
are 357,000 in round numbers, as 
against $73,000 for November, 1913, 
and $79,000 for November, 1912. The 
total importa for November, 1914, 
were valued at $463,353, as compared 
with $630,000 for the same month in 
1913, and $380,391 for November, 


411812. 


The imports from Austria-Hungary 
for the month just ended were $1548, 
jand for the same month year, 
$1797; Belgium, $3698. and $4751, re- 
spectively; France, $3406 and $22,684: 
Germany, $15,775 and $38,782; Italy, 
319.000 and $4276; England. $32,369 
and $24.556; Russia, nothing and 
$1000; Mexico, $193.801 and $268.- 
704: Canada, $25,971, and $30,000: 
Japan. $82,173 and $112,188; China, 
$25.026 and $239. 

These figures indicate a great fall- 
ing off in the value of imports into 
the local port, from countries engaged 
in the great Furopean war, with the 
exception of England, demoristrating 
the power of that country on the sea. 
The trade of the neutral nations holds 
its own, while that of China is enor- 
mously increased.

POLICE CHIEF DOUBLES SCALE; 
OFFICERS SHIFTED BY 
NEW ORDERS. 

Under an order issued yesterday

NEW PLAY FOR MERCY, 


Smuggler Will Exhibit Children’s 

Pictures in Effort to Get His Sen- 

When Clinton Culver, one of the 
defendants convicted of eng 
Chinese into the country, comes be- 
fore Judge Wellborn in the 
States District Court tomorrow morn- 
ing for sentence, a unique exhibit 
will be made in his behalf—pictures 
of his five children, ranging in age 
from about 18 to 8 years. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the local court that a family photo- 
graph album has been introduced and 
marked exhibit A, for the sole pur- 
pose of melting the heart of the dis- 
penser of justice. Culver has been a 
persistent violator of the law, accord- 
ing to the evidence in the hands of 
the immigration officers, and this is 
the first time that he has deen 
brought to book. He lives at Ocean- 
side, and has been very active in 
smuggling operations, it is declared. 

He was jointly indicted with Wil- 
liam Freeman, Edgar Mason and two 
Chinese, charged with landing thirty 
Chinese at Wilmington, March 13 last. 
Culver pleaded guilty, and with Free- 
man, Sam Wing and another Chinese, 
who were found guilty by a jury, 
will be before Judge Wellborn for 
judgment tomorrow morning.

He 
will be the manager of city departments, 
directing the business system of the city 
government and injecting into it all the 
rules of economy and efficiency that our 
cumbersome charter and State Constitu- 
tion will allow. Maybe, if the people decide 
to hire him and make use of his plan, he 
will be known as a Business Director or 
Business Manager—but never a City Man- 
ager, for when it comes to managing the 
city the people will continue to do that in 
future as they have in the past. So there 
will be no delegation of powers. —

der this manager would be department di- 
rectors of his own choosing, men selected 
by civil service test according to the plans 
and specifications drawn by the manager 
himself. Installing his own system and 

| working into it the integral parts necessary 
to harmony and co-operation, the business 

boss no doubt could bring about that effec- 
tive co-ordination in service that would 
eliminate waste and place on a plane of 

— every wing of the municipal serv- 

This would be a most desirable condition 
of affairs in any city government. If the 
effect of all this co-operation, co-ordination 
and economy would be to make a saving of 
$2,000,000 a year the people of Los Angeles 
would be dull indeed if they did not avail 
themselves of the change to be governed 
under the money-saving plan. 

But the whole question upon which hangs 
the application of business methods to civic 
government is whether the divorce of poll- 
ties from our municipal management can 
de made absolute. 

Simply because we elect officials as non- 
partisans does not, as a great many people 
erroneously suppose, preclude the possibil- 
ity of politics being played with or by these 
officials. 

The day has not yet arrived in American 
politics where the people’s business is done 
solely in the interest of the people without 
any thought of political effect. A Council- 
man, ambitious next year to be Mayor, sur- 
rounds himself with a machine and as 
much popularity as he can afford, aligning 
himself with this or that interest and final- 
ly blossoms forth, a finished product of a 
certain machine of politics. 

The success of th® proposed Business 
Manager plan depends not alone upon the 
| divorcement of city business from politwal 
interest, but from all outside interest as 
well. If the work of the Business Manager 
is to be calculated upon the deadly parallel 
of applied efficiency he need not be ad- 
vised by this league or that, by this club 
or that association. Their advice is unnec- 
| essary, for he rules by studied efficiency 
standards, cold-blooded and without senti- 
ment. 3 


The proposed plan is that the manager 
be appointed by the City Council, who de- 
cides what is to be paid for the job and 
then finds the man to fit the job—or maybe 
to fit the salary. The manager or business 
boss or whatever he is to be called is the 
creature of the Council. He can be elim- 
inated at any time he incurs the displeas- 
ure of the Council. We have now certain 
Counciimen who specialize in certain de- 
partments of the city government. 

What Councilman is there in that body 
today who would bow to a superior knowl- 
edge? Not one of them would recognize 
in any man a superior familiarity with his 
chosen department. That is, of course, out- 
side the departments of scientific work like 
engineering and the law.

OF CANADA. 

The alleged intention of Germany to 
send an army into Canada has excited the 
apprehension that the United States would 
be required by the Monroe doctrine to as- 
sist the Canadians to repel invasion. Ex- 
President Taft disposes of this assumption. 
He shows that only in the event of Ger- 
many conquering Canada and annexing it 
as a part of the German Empire would the 
Monroe doctrine be put in operation. If 
Germany shovld conquer Canada and de- 
mand from Great Britain a money indem- 
nity as a condition of its release, we would 
have no call to interfere. 

But the contingency suggested is an ex- 
ceedingly remote one. It would require 
more ships than Germany possesses to 
transport an adequate army to Canada, and 
more cruisers than she can muster to pro- 
tect the transports from Britain’s ships of 
war. Again, while the United States as a 
nation could not supply the Canadians with 
arms, nor allow armed bodies to be recruited 
on our soll, we could not prevent our citi- 
zens as individuals from selling guns and 
powder to Canada, to be smuggled from 


ports on Ontario, Erie and Huron to Ca- 


nadian shores; nor could we stop our peo- 
ple from flocking over the border by tens 


and even hundreds of thousands to help our 


northern neighbor to resist German inva- 
sion. 


It is true, also, that there are many Ger- 
mans among the 1,100,000 in the United 
States who might cross into Canada to help 
the troops of the Kaiser. But all the sol- 
diers that Wilhelm could land in Canada, 
reinforced by all the Germans who would 
prove so disloyal to their adopted country 
as to reinforce a German invading army 
in Canada could not hope to prevail against 
the Canadians themselves, even without the 
American assistance they would be sure to 
obtain.

An English professor at the 
head of the faculty Athletic Commit- 
tee here is the chief ostacle to the re- 
turn of the American game. I merely 
wish to state a few reasons (as we see 
them here) why the California schools. 
should return to the “old” game (as 


llege

“OLD GAME” PLAYS. 

(7.) The surprising thing that one 
notices in Rugby is that it is the “old”

NIGHT'S MANTLE 
HIDES FIREBUGS. 


Ghostly Centaurs Speed to 
_ Safety in Darkness. 


Flames Follow Flying Feet o/ 
Two Fugitives. 


Avenging Posses Patrolling 
Santa Barbara Hills. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH,) 

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 30.—Two 
kerosene cans found by Sheriff Nat 
Stewart on Inspiration Point trail and 
in San Ysidro Canyon mutely tell 
of the work of two oil-throwers in 
last night’s fire epidemic. Two men 
are being sought. : 

One, dressed in khaki and riding a 
big bay, was seen galloping through 
the brush. In his wake a sheet of 
flame sprang up. The other, on a 
dark horse, was only seen like a 
fleeting shadow dashing up San 
Ysidro Creek to the signal of a pis- 
tol shot. 

Several large fires are still blazing. 
In their fitful light the citizens of 
Montecito organized a vigilance com- 
mittee, which started in early today 
to co-operate with Sheriff Stewart in 
his diligent search for the pyro- 
maniacs. 

Every indication points to the fire- 
fiends being people familiar with that 
country. The rider on the bay horse 
took a blind trail along the ridge 
above Mountain drive, known to few, 
and joined his companion at the head 
of San Ysidro Creek, on the La Cum- 
bre trail, from which both escaped 
— paths unknown to the pub- 


Robert Johnston, one of the own- 
ers of San Ysidro cottages in Monte- 
cito, reported to the Sheriff this aft- 
ernoon there were several shots in 
quick succession in San Ysidro Can- 
yon and the echoes had not died away 
before two pillars of flame shot up 
on opposite ridges. He and Robert 
Cook, a guest at one of the cottages, 
firmly believe the shots were signals 
to start the fires in that district.

President Woodman of the Harber 
Commiasion yesterday took strong ex- 
ception to the ordin@fnce passed by 
the City Council on Friday, at the in- 
Kanes of the City Attorney, calling 
for the revocation of tidelands held 
by the Seuthern Pacific Piallway un- 
der permit from the Surveyor-General 
of the Btate. 

Mr. Woodman called President 
Whiffen of the City Counei into con- 
ference yesterday and aseerted that 
his board had not been shown the 
ordinance before its presentation to 
the Council, declaring that the or- 
dinance, as adopted, utterly fails of 
the purpose aimed at. He told Mr. 
Whiffen that there is no warrant for 
failure to demand the revocation of 
the whole 200-foot strip between the 
two harbors, including the entire wa- 
ter front at San Pedro. : 

It is probabie that a supplemental 
ordinance will be passed by the Coun- 
cil at the earliest possible moment, in 
accord with the views of the Harbor 
Commission, demanding a suit for the 
revocation of all the present holdings 
of the railroad along the water front. 

The ordinance, as passed, permits 
the Southern Pacific Hallway to con- 
tinue to hold a tnirty-foot strip from 
Wilmington to San Pedro, covering 
the entire water front. 


TAX COLLECTIONS. 

BXTENSION MAKES SHORTAGE. 

City Tax Collector Conrad, at the 
Close of business yesterday, reported 
the total collection of taxes to be 
$1,386,134, or $825,932 lew than was 
collected at the close of business on 
the same day last year. The difference 
is that the extension of time last year 
for payment of the first half to Janu- 
ary 12 was not made until the last 
moment, while this year the extension 
of time to January 15 was made two 
weeks i? advance of November 30. 
The total amount of the tax roll this 
year is $6,093,302.53. The firat halt. 
or $3,046,661, now not delinquent un- 
ti! January 15, has been less than halt 
collected, $1,661:517 yet remaining to 
be paid by the latter date. Mr. Con- 
rad estimates, however, that there is 
about $200,000 in the mails to be 
added to the amount collected. The 
total amount of weed tax placed on 
the dockets amounts to $6875, of 
which $1014 has been paid. 


PROCEEDINGS LEGAL. 
ATTORNEY UPHOLDS COUNCIL. 
The protestants against the pro- 
ceedings for lowering the grade of the 
Broadway tunnel are doomed to dis- 


appointment if they build upon an 


opinion of the City Attorney to sup- 
port them in their contention, It was 
stated at their meeting on Friday 
night that they fully expected his sup- 
port, one woman declaring that her 
woman's intuition told her that he 
would so decide. 

The City Attorney will inform the 
Council today or tomorrow that the 
proceedings are entirely legal and 
that they cannot be legally abah- 
doned at this stage. 


OPEN OUT ASSESSMENTS. 
TENTATIVE PLAN ORDERED. 


Following the report made on Sat- 
urday by City Engineer Hamlin that 
the total cost of the open cut through 
Bunker Hill between First and Sec- 
ond streets, would be approximately 
$3,780,000, the City Council yester- 
day directed that he prepare ftenta- 
tive maps of the proposed assessment 
district to cover the cost of the im- 
provement. 

The suggestion is that the district 
be divided into possibly eight zones, 
beginning at the point of improve- 
ment and radiating in all directions, 
in an effort to arrive at the most 
equitable plan for meeting the ex- 
pense. 


ANOTHER HOLD-UP. 
F. E. TRACKS AT HARBOR. 


Harbor Engineers Hamlin and Jubb 
reported adversely to the Harbor 
Commission yesterday on the pro- 
posed agreement between that board 
and the Pacific Electric Railway re- 
garding the relocation of the tracks 
of the railway company connecting 
the main line with the tracks of the 
Outer Harbor Dock and Wharf Cém- 
pany. 

The engineers assert in their report 
that the proposed agreement is cum- 
bersome and unsatisfactory. Further, 
that it is “very clumey and inadequate 
and gives rights to the Pacific Flectric 
Company which it does not now have, 
and neither is it in accord with the 
understanding we had of the intent 
of the parties at the conference held.” 

The agreement was held up and 
nothing will de done untl an oppor- 
tunity is presented of discussing it 
with the City Attorney, when another 
will likely be drafted.

The suit of Clara L. Auchmoody 
against the City of Manhattan Beach, 
the Board of Trustees and the Water 
Commission attacks the constitution- 
ality of the ordinance fixing the ‘price 
for water.
